I am not a prophet, but I feel it in 
my bones that Adams county is going 
to have a good crop of apples,” said 
Dr. S. W . Fletcher, head of the horti­ 
culture D epartm ent of Pennsylvania 
State College, in the course of an ad­ 
mires before a 
gathering 
of 
fru it 
grow ers 
in 
the P. O. S. of A. Hall at 
Cashtown Friday evening. “An orchard 
always looks worse after a freeze,” he 
added, “and we are apt to be pessimis­ 
tic, but I prophesy a good commer­ 
cial crop of apples.” 


Dr. Fletcher said from his exam ina­ 
tion of his orchard in Blair county, 
the w inter apples were not hurt much, 
Staym an about IO per cent dam aged; 
Black Twig, f>0 per cent; early apples 
OO per cent. 
He added that peaches 
were in fairly good condition. 
Dr. Fletcher came to Adams county 
under the auspices of the Adams coun­ 
ty farm bureau to address the Cash­ 
town meeting on the subject of central 
packing houses, 
which 
method 
of 
handling fruit has been discussed at 
different times in the county. 
“The 
time ha3 
come,” said 
Dr. 
Fletcher, “when w*e m ust face the 
serious fact th a i the every-m an to- 
himself method has reached the end 
of its usefulness. 
There m ust be 
some sort of a getting together for 
packing and m arketing fruit.” 
Dr. Fletcher said census reports 
showed a decline of 23 per cent, in the 
number of bearing apple trees in the 
United States in the last ten years 
and a decline of 40 per cent, in non- 
bearing trees, but added th at 75 per 
cent of the OO,(XKK,OOO apple trees 
lest, w ere from neglected orchards. 
Despite w arnings that apple produc­ 
tion is growing less, said the horti­ 
culturist, the commercial apple pro­ 
duction is about as large as it was ten 
years ago.

D. P. McPherson, sitting in a sentence 
session. 
Small, a single man drew 
the heavier of the two sentences hav­ 
ing been sent to the county jail for a 
period of eight months, a fine of $100 
and 
the 
costs 
of the 
prosecution. 
Sneeringer, who has a wife and family, 
was given a lighter sentence. 
His 
jail sentence was placed at six months 
and he w*as further ordered to pay the 
costs of his prosecution. 
George J. Bonner, Esq., appeared 
before the Court and entered a plea 
for leniency for Sneeringer and Small. 
He informcHi the Court that Sneer­ 
inger was a poor man who had taken 
to the m anufacture of liquor because 
of necessity through the failure of 
crops, and the owner of the farm 
on which he worked, failed to pay 
him his wages when due. 


Judge McPherson, however, took a 
different stand on the m atter and in­ 
formed Mr. Benner that in view of the 
manner of which tho Volstead amend­ 
ment is being enforced; he could not 
entertain a plea for leniency.

Benner further explained that Sneer­ 
inger had been find *200 in the York 
courts for a sim ilar offense. 
This 
fact the Court took into consideration 
when imposing sentence on Sneering­ 
er. 
Edward McSherry, a resident of 
Wolf Hill, who was arrested in March 
for an alleged assault on Mrs. Alverta 
Papadakis, another resident of that 
vicinity, through his attorney J. Do­ 
nald Swope, Esq., entered a plea of 
“nolle contendere.”
